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Brief  History  of  Euclid  High  Schools 


In  1868,  the  first  high  school  was  organized  in  Euclid  Township. 
Classes  were  held  in  a  School  Street  building.  There  were  six  students 
in  the  class,  with  the  teacher  also  acting  as  principal  and 
superintendent. 

The  first  high  school  building  was  built  on  North  Street  in  1894.  Forty- 
five  were  enrolled  in  the  school.  The  first  commencement  was  held  on 
May  28, 1897,  with  six  graduates  receiving  diplomas.  (There  were  six 
graduates. ..and  eleven  men  on  the  Board  of  Education.)  That  year 
there  were  1,439  cases  of  tardiness  reported  and  87  cases  of  whipping, 
including  five  girls. 

Central  and  Shore  Schools  were  built  in  1913.  Of  36  who  bid  on  the 
job,  the  lowest  bidder  received  $85,000  for  the  construction  of  both 
schools.  Thus  was  born  a  healthy  rivalry  that  continued  to  excite 
people  all  over  town  for  many  years.  The  rivalry  was  a  challenge  to 
each  school.  At  the  time,  only  a  few  rooms  were  occupied  by  high 
school  classes.  Although  classes  were  mixed  at  Shore  High,  the  boys 
had  to  use  the  Bliss  Road  (East  222nd  Street)  entrance,  while  the  girls 
were  obliged  to  enter  from  Babbitt  Road. 

A  whole  new  era  of  high  school  environment  started  with  the  building 
of  a  single  Euclid  high  school  in  1949.  Euclid  Senior  High  School 
opened  with  an  enrollment  of  1,850  in  grades  10  through  12.  A  new 
history  of  Euclid  public  high  school  experience  was  born.  Peak 
enrollment  in  the  top  three  grades  was  reached  between  1965-75 
when  almost  3,000  students  were  enrolled. 

Euclid  high  schools  have  contributed  to  local,  national  and 
international  offerings  in  music,  art,  sports  and  in  the  areas  of  science, 
business,  politics  and  education,  as  well  as  in  general  entries  into  the 
workforce  of  America.

We  welcome  you  to  the  Twenty- Fourth  Annual  Banquet  and  Induction 
Ceremony  of  the  Euclid  High  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.

Of  the  six  players  honored  tonight,  individual  player  awards  went  to  two  who 
were  district  champions  or  state  qualifiers;  six  played  sports  at  the  collegiate 
level;  three  were  All-Scholastic  and  All-Ohio  honorees;  five  made  all- 
conference  teams;  one  was  an  Ail-American,  Parade  Magazine,  and 
Carnation  Ail-American;  one  played  in  a  post-season  all-star  game;  four  were 
captains  of  their  respective  teams;  two  were  honored  as  the  top  student 
athletes  when  they  graduated  from  high  school;  two  became  coaches;  and 
one  played  at  the  professional  sport  level. 

Also,  one  brother  joins  his  sister  in  the  Hall  of  Fame. 

We  thank  you  for  joining  us  in  honoring  these  fine  players  who  have  given  us 
so  many  exciting  hours  on  the  playing  fields,  courts,  mats,  ice,  or  pools  in 
which  they  competed. 

We  also  thank  you  for  being  here  tonight  to  honor  the  coach  and  lifetime 
achievement  selections,  each  of  whom  has  made  his  contributions  in  his  own 
distinctive  way.

Steven  D.  Gebe.... Euclid  Senior  High  School 
Class  of  1961 


Steve  Gebe,  also  known  affectionately  as 
"Geebs"  by  classmates,  was  a  big  star  in 
football  and  wrestling  whose  high  school 
athletic  career  peaked  in  his  senior  year. 
At  5'-10"  and  weighing  as  much  as  220 
pounds,  he  made  his  mark  as  a  fullback 
in  football  and  among  the  big 
competitors  in  wrestling. 


Raised  in  the  Cleveland-Euclid  area  by 
his  parents  Steve  and  Mary  Ann,  he 
grew  up  with  his  sister  Shirley. 


When  he  got  to  high  school,  Steve  lettered  in  football  his  last  two 
years  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Don  Mohr  and  all  three  of  his  high  school 
years  in  wrestling  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Clarence  Eckert  and  Hall  of 
Famer  Joe  Mayer,  the  assistant  coach.  As  a  senior  he  won 
distinguished  awards  for  his  prowess  as  a  fullback:  All-Lake  Erie 
League,  All-Scholastic,  and  All-Ohio.  In  wrestling  he  was  the  district 
champion  as  a  junior  and  runner-up  as  a  sophomore  and  a  senior. 

Steve  spent  one  year  playing  football  as  a  fullback  at  Ohio  University, 
attracting  the  attention  of  the  National  Football  League's  Washington 
Redskins  who  sent  him  a  letter  to  come  and  try  out  for  the  team. 

Instead,  Steve  chose  to  go  to  work  for  the  Reliance  Electric  Company  at 
the  Ivanhoe  Road  plant  for  20  years  and  finished  his  career  when  he 
retired  from  Kennametal  in  Solon,  Ohio,  after  a  43-year  career  in  the 
industrial  world. 

Steve  and  his  wife  Ann  had  a  son  Stephen  Mark  and  also  raised 
stepchildren  Eric  and  Sherri.  He  was  an  avid  hunter  and  fisherman 
who  loved  traveling  to  an  ocean  coast  to  fish  for  fresh  seafood. 


Steve  is  now  deceased.  He  and  his  wife  lived  in  Kingsville,  Ohio.

Blair  P.  Jordan,  M.D. ...Euclid  Senior  High  School 
Class  of  1973 

Sometimes  a  school  is  fortu- 
nate to  have  a  young  person 
who  can  combine  athletic  ex- 
cellence with  academic  excel- 
lence. Such  a  person  was  Blair 
Jordan  who  played  basketball 
and  tennis  in  high  school,  excel- 
ling especially  in  tennis,  the 
latter  sport  in  particular  having 
a  lifelong  impact  on  him  and  his 
family. 

Blair  and  his  sister  Julie  trav- 
eled around  with  their  parents 
Howard  and  Elizabeth  Jordan  as 
they  grew  up,  living  in  Texas 
and  Mississippi  before  eventually  coming  to  Ohio.  (Julie  is  also  in  the 
Euclid  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  (2007)  as  a  tennis  player.) 

In  high  school  he  played  basketball  his  sophomore  and  junior  years  for 
Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Doc  Daugherty  and  lettered  for  three  years  on  Hall 
of  Fame  Coach  Herb  Nold's  tennis  team.  In  his  senior  year  he  was  the 
captain  of  his  tennis  team.  At  6'  and  170  pounds,  he  played  first  sin- 
gles his  last  year  and  third  singles  as  a  junior. 

In  high  school  he  was  a  member  of  the  Letterman's  Club  and  of  the 
National  Honor  Society. 

After  graduating  from  high  school  Blair  went  to  Denison  University, 
where  he  played  tennis  and  basketball,  and  from  which  he  graduated 
in  1977  with  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honors.  An  eye  laceration  in  basketball 
sidelined  him  from  that  sport. 

After  Denison,  he  enrolled  at  the  University  of  Texas  Medical  Branch 
from  1980-85  and  earned  his  M.D.  degree  in  surgery. 


For  the  past  26  years,  Blair  has  served  as  a  vascular  surgeon  at  the 
Sadler  Clinic  in  Texas. 

Tennis  still  continued  to  play  a  role  in  Blair's  life  since  he  met  his  wife 
Marjorie  while  playing  tennis  at  the  end  of  his  medical  school  studies. 
They  now  have  three  grown  children,  Sarah  and  Lauren  (twins)  and 
Matthew. 

Blair's  hobbies  still  include  tennis  and  basketball  along  with  golf,  cy- 
cling, and  snow  skiing  as  he  and  Marjorie  reside  at  their  home  in  The 
Woodland,  Texas.  He  is  especially  eloquent  about  the  impact  of  sports 
on  him  and  his  family:  He  writes  that  the  "skills  and  joys  of  participat- 
ing in  sports,  particularly  tennis,  have  been  some  of  the  biggest  bless- 
ings in  my  life.  Not  only  have  I  continued  to  play  sports,  particularly 
tennis,  since  high  school,  but  all  of  my  family  play,  our  three  children, 
our  German  exchange  student,  my  parents  at  85  years  old,  and  a  host 
of  aunts  and  uncles  and  in-laws.  It  is  something  we  do  at  most  family 
gatherings." 

He  feels  that  "sports  have  been  a  huge  positive  for  my  family  and  its 
health.  I  have  enjoyed  and  passed  on  what  I  learned  from  my  high 
school  coaches  to  my  family,  friends,  and  many  others  for  the  last  38 
years.  I  hope  that  these  coaches,  particularly  Coach  Nold,  realized 
what  a  treasured  gift  he  gave  me  and  all  the  others  he  coached!"

Tim  Moriarty.... Euclid  Senior  High  School 
Class  of  1980 

Tim  Moriarty  had  a  singular  honor 
when  he  played  football  in  high 
school.  He  was  Euclid's  first  Parade 
Magazine  Ail-American,  earning 
the  award  as  a  lineman  in  his  senior 
year.  On  top  of  this,  he  was  also 
the  schools'  first  Carnation  All- 
American  selection,  again  as  a  high 
school  senior.  Tim  played  for 
Coach  Ron  Seymour,  who  has  never 
forgotten  him  nor  his  great 
contributions  to  the  Panther 
football  teams. 

Along  with  his  sister  Paula  and 
brother  Mark,  Tim  was  raised  in 
Euclid's  Indian  Hills  neighborhood 
by  his  parents  Connie  and  Pauline 

Moriarty.  He  attended  Central  Junior  High  School  before  he  came  to 

the  Senior  High  School  as  a  sophomore. 

At  6'2"  and  245  pounds,  Tim  lettered  for  three  years  for  Coach 
Seymour,  playing  both  on  offense  and  defense  at  the  tackle  position. 
The  big  lineman  also  captained  the  team  in  his  senior  year. 

Tim's  favorite  high  school  memories  involve  "the  welcome"  that  the 
senior  team  members  gave  him  when  he  became  part  of  the  starting 
line  and  "blocking  for  Jim  Bait  (Hall  of  Fame,  2000),  an  outstanding 
back." 

He  won  All-Scholastic,  All-Greater  Cleveland  Conference,  and  Plain 
Dealer  and  News-Herald  All-Star  Team  honors  for  his  efforts  in  his 
junior  and  senior  years.  For  his  outstanding  football  skills  he  won  a 
football  scholarship  to  The  Ohio  State  University.  His  scholarship 
started  a  trend  for  outstanding  Euclid  football  players  who  also  made 
their  way  to  OSU  in  the  coming  decades  when  Robert  Smith,  Pepe 


Pearson,  and  Thaddeus  Gibson  all  matriculated  there. 

Tim  played  at  OSU  in  1980  and  1981,  finishing  his  college  football  ca- 
reer in  Texas  at  Sam  Houston  State  in  1984.  In  between  he  spent  time 
at  Ranger  Junior  College  (Fort  Worth,  Texas)  in  1983  where  he  earned 
Junior  College  Ail-American  honors.  A  serious  injury  to  his  right  knee 
ended  his  playing  career. 

After  college  Tim  went  to  work  for  the  City  of  Cleveland  Heights,  Ohio, 
as  an  equipment  operator.  He  has  a  son  Mack  who  is  15  years  old  and 
with  whom  he  goes  on  hunting  and  ATV  trips.  Tim  lives  in  Chardon, 
Ohio,  and  enjoys  riding  his  Harley  whenever  he  can. 

Tim  writes  that  "it  is  an  honor  to  be  nominated  by  Coach  Seymour 
whom  I  greatly  admire.  To  be  selected  is  something  that  I  will  always 
be  proud  of,  especially  being  part  of  all  the  great  athletes  in  the  Hall." 

He  credits  a  number  of  coaches  for  inspiring  him  along  the  way,  in  par- 
ticular at  Central  "Coaches  Fred  McVey  and  Don  Contenza"  and  at  the 
Senior  High  "Coaches  Joe  Regano,  Art  Bortnick  (Hall  of  Fame,  1997), 
Chet  Nolan  (Hall  of  Fame,  2009),  Jeff  Hartmann  (Hall  of  Fame,  2006), 
and  especially  Coach  Seymour  who  besides  a  coach  was  a  friend  whom 
you  could  talk  to  about  anything  in  life."  Tim  is  also  proud  that  he  had 
the  opportunity  "to  wrestle  in  ninth  grade  at  Central.  I  absolutely 
loved  that  year.  It's  an  honor  to  be  going  in  with  Coach  Harry  King."

John  M.  Arlesic... Euclid  High  School 
Class  of  1992 


Just  as  losing  is  sometimes 
contagious,  so  is  winning.  The 
latter  part  of  that  comparison 
as  it  pertains  to  winning  is  true 
as  it  applies  to  John  Arlesic, 
who  was  a  winner  on  Euclid's 
great  football  and  baseball 
|  teams  of  the  early  1990's. 
After  high  school,  the  winning 
comparison  still  applies  as 
John  has  coached  winning  high 
school  football  teams  at 
Warren  Harding  and 
Strongsville  and  now  takes 
over  at  Streetsboro. 

John  earned  five  letters  in  high 
school,  three  in  football  as  he 
quarterbacked  and  played  defensive  back  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Tom 
Banc's  winning  teams,  and  two  in  baseball  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Paul 
Serra's  winning  teams.  He  also  played  basketball  in  his  freshman  and 
sophomore  years. 


One  of  three  sons  born  to  parents  Evelyn  and  Rich  Arlesic,  John  and  his 
brothers  Rich  and  Paul  grew  up  on  Westport  Avenue,  not  too  far  from 
the  High  School. 

Not  particularly  big  at  5'-10"  and  160  pounds,  especially  for  a 
quarterback  at  an  Ohio  Division  I  high  school,  John  won  A\\-News 
Herald  honors  as  a  defensive  back  as  a  junior  and  AW-News  Herald 
honors  as  a  quarterback  in  his  senior  year.  He  was  also  the  All-Greater 
Cleveland  Conference  winner  at  quarterback  as  a  senior.  In  baseball, 
as  a  senior,  he  was  selected  to  the  First  Team  of  the  AII-GCC  Team  as  a 
utility  player. 


John  went  to  Kent  State  University  where  as  a  senior  he  served  on  the 


football  team's  coaching  staff  as  the  defensive  backs  coach.  He 
graduated  from  Kent  State  in  1996  with  a  B.A.  in  Education. 

For  the  past  13  years  John  has  taught  mathematics  and  coached 
football  at  three  high  schools,  Strongsville,  Warren  Harding,  and  now 
Streetsboro.  At  Streetsboro  he  will  realize  his  "dream  of  becoming  a 
head  football  coach." 

John's  dream  owes  a  lot  to  the  love  of  his  life,  his  wife  Gina  whom  he 
credits  as  being  "my  best  friend  whose  sacrifice  and  support  has 
allowed  me  to  reach  my  dream. ..Gina's  toughness  and  unconditional 
love  has  blessed  me  with  three  beautiful  children,  and,  more 
importantly,  a  great  family." 

With  children  Ty  Joseph,  Reagan,  and  Julia  Rae,  John  and  Gina  live  in 
Streetsboro,  Ohio,  but  Euclid  is  never  far  from  John's  memories.  He 
can  never  forget  two  memories  in  particular.  Beating  powerful  Mentor 
in  Mentor  for  a  state  playoff  berth  just  as  the  school  won  a  court  case 
allowing  the  Panthers  to  be  eligible  for  the  playoffs.  He  completed  all 
his  passes  in  that  game  and  rushed  for  a  touchdown  in  his  best  career 
game  as  a  quarterback.  Then  in  baseball,  in  his  last  game  for  the 
Panthers,  he  and  his  teammates  helped  Coach  Serra  secure  his 
monumental  400th  win. 

Euclid  memories  have  a  lock  on  John  for  the  people  at  Euclid  who  were 
and  still  are  important  to  him.  His  father  Rich  was  "the  biggest 
influence  in  my  life,  with  his  unconditional  support  and  constant 
sacrifice  that  allowed  me  to  become  the  man  I  am  today."  He  also 
thanks  Roy  Pignatiello,  a  mathematics  teacher  at  Euclid  High,  who  was 
John's  Offensive  Coordinator  and  Quarterback  Coach,  "for  always 
being  there  with  a  helping  hand  and  for  being  my  mentor  and  friend, 
even  to  this  day."  And  like  most  of  Coach  Serra's  former  players,  John 
thanks  him  for  "building  a  program  that  gave  eight  and  nine  year-olds 
hopes  and  dreams  of  being  part  of  something  special." 

Tonight  John  himself  becomes  one  of  those  who  are  extra  special  here 
in  Euclid  as  he  becomes  a  member  of  this  year's  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.

Frank  A.  Soltesz... Euclid  High  School 
Class  of  1992 


.Frank  Soltesz  was 
probably  the  greatest 
hockey  player  ever  to  play 
for  Euclid.  Certainly  his 
post-high  school 
experience  in  organized 
hockey  was  the  most 
impressive  of  any  Euclid 
hockey  player.  Despite  his 
great  love  for  hockey,  he 
also  demonstrated  skill  in 
track  and  field  and  soccer, 
lettering  in  both  of  those 
sports  as  well. 


Frank,  along  with  his  sister 
Christina,  grew  up  in 
Geneva  and  Euclid  with  his 
father  Frank  C.  Soltesz,  Jr., 
a  teacher  and  coach  at  Euclid  High,  and  his  mother  Marie  Drapac. 


Solidly  built  in  high  school  at  5"-10"  and  165  pounds,  he  earned  seven 
varsity  letters,  two  in  track  and  field,  two  in  soccer,  and  three  in 
hockey.  In  track  he  ran  distance  events  and  pole  vaulted,  in  soccer  he 
played  fullback  and  stopper  back,  and  in  hockey  he  was  the  goal 
tender. 

In  track  he  qualified  for  the  regional  track  meet  and  in  hockey  earned  a 
great  number  of  awards  such  as  qualifying  for  the  hockey  Blue  Division 
Camp  for  two  years  in  a  row,  winning  the  outstanding  goal  tender 
award  at  the  Kent  State  University  high  school  tournament,  being 
selected  to  play  for  Team  Cleveland,  and  being  invited  to  AHAUS 
Olympic  camp  tryouts. 


When  he  finished  high  school  he  had  won  the  Scholar  Athlete  Award 


and  membership  in  the  National  Athletic  Scholarship  Society.  He  had 
played  for  the  following  coaches:  Forest  Dixon  in  hockey,  John 
Gibbons  in  soccer,  and  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Bob  Ramlow  in  track  and 
field.  He  was  thankful  to  Coach  Gibbons  for  also  teaching  him  the 
game  of  lacrosse  and  to  Coach  Ramlow  for  teaching  hi  the  skills  to  pole 
vault  and  to  reach  "new  heights  as  an  athlete  and  a  person." 

After  high  school,  Frank  attended  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
where  he  majored  in  exercise  physiology  and  physical  education  K-12 
and  earned  his  bachelor's  degree. 

He  earned  eight  varsity  letters  while  at  U  Mass,  four  in  hockey  as  a 
goal  tender  and  four  in  lacrosse  as  a  defensive  long  stick  midfielder. 
He  earned  numerous  sports  awards  in  college,  such  as  the  Eastern 
Collegiate  Athletic  Conference  Goaltender  of  the  Week  in  1995,  team 
MVP  for  two  straight  years,  NCAA  Award  for  Valor  in  his  junior  and 
senior  years,  1998-99  ECAC  All-Star  Team  Alternate  selection,  and 
Student  Leadership  Award  in  1996.  His  college  athletic  career  was 
interrupted  for  a  year  because  of  a  near-fatal  motorcycle  accident. 

After  college,  Frank  became  a  professional  hockey  player  for  six  years, 
playing  for  the  Central  Texas  Stampede  in  the  Western  Professional 
Hockey  League,  for  the  Toledo  Storm  and  Dayton  Bombers  in  the  East 
Coast  Hockey  League,  and  for  the  Cleveland  Lumberjacks  in  the 
International  Hockey  League. 

Leaving  professional  hockey  to  start  his  own  business,  Frank  ran  his 
own  tree  removal  business,  Eliminators  Tree  Service.  In  2006,  he 
completed  the  Fire  Academy  course. 

Hockey  brought  Frank  to  Martha,  the  woman  that  he  married,  the 
"love  of  my  life."  He  met  her  in  Minnesota  while  working  there  as  an 
instructor  at  Peak  Performance  Hockey  Camp. 

Before  he  died  at  too  young  an  age,  Frank  told  his  father  about  the 
possibility  of  his  being  considered  for  the  Euclid  Schools  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame.  He  wrote  that  "it  would  be  an  honor  to  be  inducted  and  I  would 
accept  with  great  pride." 


He  also  graciously  wrote  of  others  at  Euclid  High  to  whom  he  was 
thankful.  He  cites  John  Gibbons  who  "instilled  a  love  for  the  game  of 
lacrosse  that  I  never  would  have  known";  Bob  Ramlow  who  "helped 
me  achieve  new  levels  of  athleticism";  and  Dick  Homovec  who  "taught 
me  everything  he  knew  about  hockey,  and  he  drove  me  to  Michigan 
often,  where  I  was  able  to  compete  at  a  higher  level."  He  thanked  his 
parents,  grandparents,  and  teachers  who  "reminded  me  that 
education  was  the  key  to  my  future.  It  opened  up  the  door  to  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  and  a  career  in  professional  hockey."  Last 
but  not  least,  he  thanked  his  wife  Martha  who  "supported  me  in  my 
attempts  to  achieve  success."

Shawn  Thompson  used  his  6'-l" 
265-pound  body  to  great 
advantage  at  Euclid  High  School. 
He  played  both  ways  in  football 
at  offensive  guard  and  defensive 
tackle  and  wrestled  as  a 
heavyweight,  earning  numerous 
awards  in  each  sport. 

Raised  in  Euclid  by  his  parents 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  Thompson, 
=JS-  Shawn  had  six  siblings:  Marcia, 
Rupert,  Sophia,  Monica,  Paul 
and  Floyd. 

He  earned  two  letters  in  football 
for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Tom 
Banc  and  three  in  wrestling  for 

m'D'Anna.  He  also  threw  the  shot  put  and  discus  in  track  and 

Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Bob  Ramlow. 


As  a  senior  Shawn  earned  numerous  football  awards:  First  Team  All- 
Greater  Cleveland  Conference,  All-Scholastic  Team,  All-Northeast  Ohio 
Team,  First  Team  News-Herald  and  Most  Outstanding  Lineman,  and 
Second  Team  All-Ohio  Team.  He  also  was  selected  to  play  in  the 
annual  East-West  Game.  As  a  senior  he  qualified  for  the  State 
Wrestling  Tournament  as  one  of  the  top  eight  wrestlers  in  Ohio  in  his 
weight  class,  achieving  post-season  tournament  success  in  the 
Sectional  (First  Place)  and  District  (Fourth  Place),  while  also  earning  All- 
GCC  honors  and  serving  as  the  captain  of  his  wrestling  team.  Last  but 
not  least,  he  was  selected  as  Euclid's  Most  Outstanding  Athlete  for  the 
Class  of  1993. 


His  greatest  high  school  memories  were  beating  Mentor  30-0  in 
football  in  his  junior  season  and  wrestling  in  the  State  Wrestling 


Tournament.  Not  surprisingly,  as  the  good  citizen  that  he  was  then 
and  still  is,  he  was  a  member  of  his  high  school  chapter  of  Students 
Against  Drunk  Driving,  S.A.D.D. 

A  football  scholarship  to  Kent  State  University  came  Shawn's  way,  and 
he  became  a  four-year  starter,  two  years  as  the  defensive  nose  tackle 
and  two  years  as  the  offensive  right  guard.  His  team  honored  him  in 
his  senior  season  by  designating  him  as  the  team  captain.  He  had  two 
injuries  in  college,  one  to  his  ankle  and  one  to  his  back,  the  latter  one 
requiring  surgery.  Still,  he  remained  a  starter  for  all  four  of  his  years  at 
Kent  State. 

After  earning  his  bachelor's  degree  at  KSU,  he  enrolled  at  Cleveland 
State  University  where  he  earned  a  Master  of  Education  degree.  His 
first  job  was  at  the  Youth  Development  Center,  and  he  has  spent  the 
last  12  years  as  a  special  education  teacher,  currently  at  Lincoln  West 
High  School  in  the  Cleveland  Municipal  School  District.  He  has  also 
served  as  the  head  wrestling  coach  at  East  Technical  High  School  in 
Cleveland. 

He  met  his  future  wife  Andrea  at  Kent  State,  and  after  marriage  they 
have  become  the  proud  parents  of  Chase,  their  son  who  is  currently 
five  years  old.  The  family  lives  in  Cleveland.  Shawn  spends  his  spare 
time  playing  flag  football  and  being  with  his  family. 

For  fear  of  forgetting  someone,  Shawn  is  reluctant  to  single  out  people 
who  helped  him  to  achieve  success  along  the  way.  He  is  willing, 
however,  to  thank  Coaches  Banc,  D'Anna,  and  Ramlow  for  their  help  in 
his  high  school  sports.  He  also  cites  Line  Coach  Mike  Sheck,  now 
deceased,  who  helped  him  to  excel  in  the  gridiron  trenches,  and  Harry 
King,  now  also  a  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  member,  who  helped  him 
continue  to  wrestle.  He  wants  to  thank  all  of  his  other  coaches  and  the 
teachers  and  family  members  who  have  stood  by  him  and  believe  in 
him.  His  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  induction  day,  in  his  words,  'Ms  one  day  I 
will  never  forget."

Harry  King,  Jr. 
Coach 


Harry  King  was  a  winner,  whether  it  was  as  a 
junior  high  school  coach  or  as  the  high  school 
coach.  His  background  as  a  coach  was 
primarily  in  sports  that  he  himself  had  never 
played.  He  was  a  self-taught  coach,  who,  In 
his  own  words,  was  "one  day  ahead  of  the  kids 
who  never  knew  I  knew  nothing." 

Of  course,  his  "nothing"  was  better  than  most 
coaches'  "something"  because  Harry  was  a 
winner  with  those  teams.  He  truly  believed 
that,  In  his  case  at  least,  "inexperience  was  found  to  be  an  advantage. 
I  found  that  most  coaches  assume  to  do  too  much  and  do  a  lot  of 
things  because  their  coaches  did  them.  Being  new,  I  had  to  know  and 
dissect  every  detail  before  it  was  included  in  the  program."  That 
philosophy  served  Harry  in  good  stead.  Although  inevitably  there  were 
some  losses  along  the  way,  there  were  a  lot  more  wins.  Harry  became 
a  winner,  and  so  did  the  young  people  that  he  coached. 

Harry  was  born  and  raised  in  Bowling  Green,  Ohio,  graduating  from 
Bowling  Green  High  School  in  1957  and  earning  three  letters  in  golf, 
the  only  sport  that  he  coached  during  his  teaching  career  that  he  had 
also  played  as  a  student. 

At  Bowling  Green  State  University  he  earned  both  his  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  in  Industrial  Arts  Education  in  1961  and  his  Master  of 
Education  degree  in  1966.  He  kept  upgrading  his  college  transcript, 
however,  by  attendance  at  seven  other  universities  right  through 
2007,  earning  a  general  science  teaching  certificate  (Cleveland  State 
University,  1991)  and  a  special  education  teaching  certificate  (Central 
Michigan  University,  2007).  Harry  started  his  teaching  career  as  an 
industrial  arts  teacher  in  Ohio  and  finished  it  as  both  an  industrial  arts 
teacher  and  a  special  education  teacher  in  Michigan.  He  considers 
himself  fortunate  to  have  qualified  for  retirement  from  two  teacher 
retirement  systems  in  two  states,  Ohio  and  Michigan. 


Harry's  first  teaching  job  was  at  Burnham  Junior  High  School  in 
Sylvania,  Ohio.  There  he  taught  industrial  arts  and  coached  the 
football,  basketball,  golf,  and  chess  teams.  His  football  teams  had  a 
three-year  record  of  14-2  as  Harry  spent  every  evening  picking  up 
pointers  at  the  B6SU  football  practices  to  stay  "one  day  ahead  of  the 
kids"  back  at  Burnham.  During  that  stretch,  his  basketball  teams  were 
16-2  and  his  chess  team  was  19-1. 

After  three  years  at  Burnham,  Harry  came  east  to  work  for  over  30 
years  for  the  Euclid  City  Schools,  first  at  Central  Junior  High  School  and 
later  at  Euclid  High  School.  At  Central  he  was  thrown  again  into  the 
fire  to  coach  young  people  in  sports  that  he  had  never  coached  or 
played  before:  girls'  volleyball  for  three  years  (record  19-3),  boys' 
tennis  for  six  years  (record  50-10),  junior  high  JV  wrestling  for  14  years 
(record  107-16),  and  junior  high  varsity  wrestling  for  14  years  (record 
105-13-1).  Harry's  success  could  not  be  ignored.  He  was  then  hired  to 
coach  the  Euclid  High  School  wrestling  team,  which  had  not  enjoyed 
much  success  for  13  straight  years,  with  the  admonition  from  the 
Superintendent  that  "YOU  WILL  WIN !" 

And  win  Harry's  teams  did.  For  the  six  years  that  Harry  worked  at  the 
High  School  as  a  coach,  his  teams  had  a  56-23-1  record,  returning 
Euclid  wrestling  to  the  heights  that  it  had  enjoyed  under  Hall  of  Fame 
Coach  Clarence  Eckert.  Euclid  had  an  undefeated  wrestling  record  for 
the  1985-86  season,  and  was  the  champion  of  the  Greater  Cleveland 
Conference.  He  was  even  named  the  GCC  Coach  of  the  Year  in 
wrestling  for  that  year.  He  also  had  a  State  Champion  in  1986  when 
Jack  Deboe  prevailed  over  all  others  at  the  State  Wrestling 
Tournament. 

Harry's  first  goal  was  simple:  "help  these  young  men  to  believe  and 
become  conference  contenders.  Our  second  goal  was  to  start  sending 
our  share  of  wrestlers  to  State  each  year.  With  motivational  stories 
from  my  mentor  Clarence  Eckert  in  training,  I  also  received  help  from 
Mike  Ingram  who  brought  a  nasty  Italian  fighter  mentality  into  the 
wrestling  room  and  Rick  Kushan  who  could  fix  and  analyze  every 
situation.  Todd  King  brought  his  mat  experience  and  strategies  to  help 
us.  We  pared  150  wrestling  moves  down  to  25  that  were  going  to  be 
the  basis  for  Euclid  wrestling." 


Euclid  reached  its  goals  each  year  that  he  coached.  There  were  State 
prospects,  winning  seasons,  contenders  for  the  league  championship, 
and  the  undefeated  13-0  1985-86  season  that  saw  Jack  Deboe  become 
Euclid's  first  State  Champ  in  17  years  and  Chris  Papouras  become 
Euclid's  first  four-year  wrestling  letter-winner.  That  team  set  a  record 
at  the  Richmond  Heights  Holiday  Tournament  that  still  stands  today. 
The  school's  undefeated  season  had  consecutive  victories  that 
spanned  over  three  seasons  as  the  team  recorded  22  consecutive  wins 
from  1984-85  to  1986-87. 

His  sons  Todd,  Brad,  and  Harry  W.  ranked  among  the  top  as  State 
contenders  during  this  time  and  coaching  them  was  one  of  the 
highlights  of  his  career. 

Harry  knows  that  his  wife  Gail,  to  whom  he  has  been  married  for  50 
years,  was  always  in  his  corner,  even  though  she  had  to  "play  second 
fiddle  to  our  family's  love  of  wrestling.  She  has  been  a  blessing  I  never 
deserved  but  am  truly  grateful  for." 

Harry  then  became  an  assistant  wrestling  coach  at  Cuyahoga 
Community  College  and  returned  to  Central  to  finish  his  career  in  the 
Euclid  Schools.  He  retired  from  teaching  in  Ohio  and  then  moved  to 
Paris  in  the  northwest  part  of  Michigan  to  spend  the  last  seven  years 
of  his  46-year  teaching  career  at  little  Mesick  High  School,  not  far  from 
his  home. 

Now  he  is  retired  from  teaching  and  lives  in  a  cottage  near  a  beautiful 
river.  He  and  Gail  have  made  it  "a  fun  place  for  my  11  grandkids  and 
two  great-grandkids  to  come  and  hunt,  fish,  canoe,  kayak,  swim,  ride  a 
tube,  shoot  guns,  snowmobile,  camp,  and  just  have  a  great  time  with 
grandpa  and  grandma." 

What  was  Harry's  secret  for  success?  He  tries  to  explain  it  as  best  as 
he  can  with  these  honest  words:  "From  early  in  my  teaching  career  I 
realized  that  God  has  blessed  me  with  a  gift  of  encouraging  and 
motivating  young  people  to  go  farther  and  higher  than  they  though 
they  could.  Coupled  with  my  love  of  competition  and  sports,  coaching 
was  a  natural  fit."

Tim  Baur 

Euclid  Senior  High  SchooL.CIass  of  1967 

Lifetime  Achievement  Award 

Tim  Baur  was  a  wrestler  at  120  pounds  in 
high  school  and  placed  high  in  the  prestigious 
Brecksville  Tournament  and  at  the  sectional 
and  district  post-season  tournaments.  He 
won  the  five-county  YMCA  wrestling 
championship  at  127  pounds.  He  even 
wrestled  at  the  college  level  at  Cleveland 
State  University.  It  is  not  as  a  fine  high  school 
wrestler,  however,  that  Tim  has  made  his 
mark  in  sports  in  Euclid.  Instead,  he  has 
etched  his  name  forever  in  Euclid  community 

history  for  his  promotion  and  encouragement  of  wrestling,  in 

particular,  and  of  baseball  and  softball  as  well. 

A  wrestler  in  high  school  for  the  great  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Clarence 
Eckert,  Tim  wrestled  for  three  years  on  the  varsity  team  and  won  two 
letters.  At  Central  Junior  High  School  he  was  undefeated  as  a  wrestler. 

He  volunteered  to  go  into  the  Navy  Reserve  while  still  in  high  school, 
drilling  at  the  East  9th  Street  Naval  and  Marine  Training  Center  in 
Cleveland  during  his  senior  year.  He  went  into  the  Navy  after 
graduating  from  high  school  and  served  aboard  the  destroyer  USS 
Donald  Bauer  Steinaker,  DD  863  in  the  Pacific  Fleet.  His  ship  was  in  the 
Vietnam  War  combat  zone  for  nine  months,  earning  him  a  Navy 
Commendation  for  performance  of  duty. 

After  earning  his  Bachelor's  degree  in  Business  Administration  at 
Cleveland  State  University,  Tim  began  a  40-year  career  as  the  owner/ 
broker  of  Century  21  Leo  Baur  Realtors  in  Euclid.  He  is  now  the 
managing  associate  broker  for  Prudential  Select  Properties  Real  Estate. 

He  has  kept  active  personally  in  sports,  playing  softball  for  34  years, 
some  basketball,  and  golf  for  the  past  40  years.  He  has  four  grown 
children  (Rick,  Wendy,  Heather,  and  Mark)  and  has  been  happily 
married  to  his  wife  Eileen  for  the  past  23  years.  They  currently  reside 


in  Richmond  Heights,  Ohio. 

Between  serving  in  the  Vietnam  War,  raising  a  family,  and  establishing 
himself  in  his  career  as  a  realtor,  Tim  still  found  time  to  give  back  to 
the  Euclid  Community  which  he  had  grown  up  in  and  where  he 
worked  as  an  adult.  He  has  been  involved  in  many  community 
activities  for  many  years  in  Euclid.  His  main  contributions  have  been  to 
the  youth  of  the  City  of  Euclid.  Since  1974  he  has  coached  and  run  the 
Euclid  Jaycees  Kid  Wrestling  Program.  Over  that  time,  more  than 
8,000  boys  have  completed  the  program.  Many  of  Euclid  High's 
varsity  wrestlers  went  through  this  outstanding  program,  and  many  of 
them  subsequently  received  scholarships.  Tim's  dedication  to  the 
young  people  of  Euclid  is  rare. 

He  has  also  coached  midget  league  baseball  teams  and  girls'  pony  tail 
softball  teams. 

His  daughter  Heather  has  written  eloquent  words  in  her  Hall  of  Fame 
nomination  letter  for  him:  "An  athlete's  worth  should  not  just  be 
measured  by  his  or  her  on-the-field  accomplishments.  The  wins,  the 
losses,  the  records  can  only  offer  a  small  glimpse  into  the  life  of  the 
athlete.  Rather,  it  is  the  time  the  athlete  spends  off  the  field  and  in 
the  normal  world  where  the  true  and  lasting  presence  of  the  athlete  is 
felt.  It  is  there,  out  of  the  spotlight  and  away  from  the  roar  of  the 
crowd,  where  the  athlete's  true  achievements  should  shine  the 
brightest.  For  his  off-the-field  achievements,  for  his  tireless  effort  and 
time  devoted  to  youth  wrestling,  for  the  many  lives  he  has  impacted, 
and  for  the  many  contributions  to  this  community,  I  nominate  Tim 
Baur  for  the  Euclid  Sports  Hall  of  Fame." 

Tim  himself  gives  some  perspective  of  how  and  why  he  got  involved  in 
his  community  service:  "I  personally  got  involved  in  coaching  when  I 
was  13  years  old.  I  went  up  to  Glenbrook  Playground  one  summer, 
and  the  playground  instructor  was  looking  for  T-ball  coaches.  Sounded 
like  it  was  something  I  would  like  to  do.  So  for  the  next  four  years  I 
coached  T-ball  teams.  Later,  after  getting  out  of  the  Navy,  I  ran  into  an 
old  friend  who  said,  'Would  you  like  to  join  the  Jaycees?'  I  had  no  idea 
what  I  had  volunteered  for.  Next  thing  I  knew,  on  Saturday  morning  I 
was  in  front  of  100  nine-year-old  kids  at  8:00,  same  number  for  9:00 


and  more  at  10:00  and  11:00,  400  plus  kids  total.  It  was  exhausting, 
but  obviously  34  years  later  I  must  have  liked  it.  In  the  Jaycee  creed 
the  last  sentence  says,  'Service  to  humanity  is  truly  the  best  work  of 
life.'  Great  words,  and  I  firmly  believe  this." 

Tim  believes  that  coaches  often  wind  up  being  close  to  some  athlete's 
heart.  For  Tim,  those  coaches  closest  to  his  heart  were  the  ones  who 
were  a  combination  of  knowledge  of  their  sport,  the  ability  to  coach, 
and  a  caring  spirit  for  their  athletes.  They  include  Harry  Fritsch  and 
Lou  Montihustis  in  baseball;  Don  Contenza,  his  first  wrestling  coach; 
Bill  DeMora  his  high  school  coach  who  "gave  me  a  second  chance. ..and 
was  so  full  of  enthusiasm";  and  the  great  Clarence  Eckert  who  was 
"way  ahead  of  his  time  and  talked  about  visualization  and  success"  and 
cared  so  much  for  his  athletes  that  he  would  ask  his  boys  at  wrestling 
practice,  'Did  you  got  to  church?"' 

Tim's  legacy  includes  some  athletes  from  his  YMCA  program  who  went 
on  to  bigger  and  better  things.  He  knows  that  70-  to  90  percent  of  the 
wrestlers  on  the  Euclid  High  Varsity  wrestling  teams  came  through  his 
Kids  Wrestling  Program.  Four  of  those  boys  went  on  to  wrestle  at  the 
collegiate  level.  Two  were  ranked  nationally,  and  two  had  tryouts  for 
the  United  States  Olympic  Team  (Ethan  Grubac  and  Andy  Hrovat).  One 
made  the  Olympic  team,  Andy  Hrovat.  Three  of  his  boys  became  high 
school  wrestling  coaches  (Ray  LaManna  at  Mentor,  Tom  Evan  at 
Kirtland,  and  Mike  Turk  at  Euclid.) 

Tim's  Kids  Wrestling  Program  is  based  on  building  self-esteem  and  self 
-confidence,  coupled  with  talks  about  good  health,  such  as  "eating 
right,  getting  enough  sleep,  exercising  right,  getting  away  from  the 
computer  and  video  games,  and  getting  outside." 

In  2004  the  City  of  Euclid  showed  its  appreciation  when  Mayor  Bill 
Cervenik  made  February  7  Tim  Baur  Day.  Tim  has  won  many 
community  and  professional  business  awards.  He  keeps  a  certain 
precept  firmly  in  mind,  however,  regarding  what  is  most  important  to 
each  child  that  he  mentors.  "The  emphasis,"  he  says,  "is  on  building 
self-esteem."  Building  a  child's  self-esteem  is  part  of  the  fabric  of 
Tim's  life,  and  for  that  the  citizens  of  Euclid  should  be  thankful.
